Foreigner Describes 
Bombing Scene 


he first foreigner to visit the 
‘coon of tho bombing near the 
Canton-Kowloon Railway Station 
Inst ‘Thursday was Dr. F. E. Bates, of 
the Seventh Day Adventist Mission, 
who gives In the following article his 
impressions on that day. His ; hos- 
pital, becuuse of lack of funds, docs 
not own on ambulance but he drove 
a truck to the ruins and brought out 
35 wounded, three of whom died 
soon after reaching the hospital. 
: Dr. Bates has continued through 
all of the frequent bombihgs of the 
alr field In Canton to ket his hos- 
pital open even though it not far 
from the olr field and nearly all of 
the population fn the vicinity of the 
hospital have fied. He and his wife 
ond his” staff, Including several 
forelgners and a number of Chin- 
ese, have stayed at their posts. 
Patients have been in the hospital 
during the worst raids. 

Dr. Bates writes: We arrived at 
the scene of the bombing within 
twenty minutes after the explosion. 
The “all clear” signal had not yet 
been given, but the disaster. was 
evidently so great that at every turn 
police and soldiers facilitated our 
passage through the otherwise closed 
streets. The smoke and dust of the 
explosion had not yet cleared away, 
and the road for some distance was 
heavily piled with twisted timbers, 
broken glass, bricks, plaster, md all 
manner. of building material, As we 
uupproached the scene of the bomb- 
ing, police and soldiers on every. side 
were calling and beckoning us to the 
place where, wounded lay. As soon 
as it became evident that a rescue 
party had arrived there came from 
every corner and hole in the debris 
which had, but a few moments be- 
fore, been their HMving quarters, the 
most wretched, pitiable. pieces of 
humanity that can be imagined: 
Some were seen with blood dripping 
off their faces crawling over the dr- 
molished buildings calling loudly for 
their loved ones who were buried 
under the fallen structures, 


Pitiful Scenes 


One old lady, past cighty years of 
age, sat on the curb holding — her 
bleeding head calling urgently. to us 
to rescue her children and grand- 
children who were buried in the 

eside her. Numerous children 
were running about in a semi-dazed 
way trying to find mothers who could 
be seen no where. Gite man, badly 
cut about the head and face, came 
out of uo little hole where a bit of 
flooring from the upper storey had 
formed a triangle with the wall and 
floor’ below carrying au little girl 
ubout ten yearn eld, He pleaded 
with we to bring him back in the 
‘rst load. Ils wife, two smaller 
children, and mother were buried 
under the houses and he seemed 
fearful that something would happen 
to separate his only living child from 
him, Fortunately she was only 
slightly injured und stayed close by 
her father’s side,. From ° another 
corner came stretcher bearers carry- 
ing -on-a plece of broken bed board 
a Woman whose leg had been crushed 
and was bleeding badly. 


Beyond Description 


The story might be continued 
almost ‘indefinitely, for the sights of 
those, few moments, while we were 
filling the hospital cars with the 
wounded, were many !ndecd. The 
human woe and sorrow of St all is 
beyond wordy description. In the 
hospital every available facility was 
used. Thirty-four more or _ less 
.serlously wounded patients entered 
our hospital within a few moments, 
How many were wounded or killed 
we do not know. We were but one 
of six hospitals which went to the 
rescue. Between groans of pain 
seme were mourning for lost mem- 
bers of the family, Others, whose 
families could all be accounted for, 
had lost the“all their worldly posses- 
sions, Where would they be able to 
pass the nights after Ienving the hos- 
pital? They were not Ilving near a 
military camp, an arsenal, impoitant 
railroad, or any kind of military de- 
fence works, but in one of the busy 
streets of this section of Canton. 

Ag evening approacied, those who 
were less serlously injured and were 
not sufferlng ncute pain wished to 
Ieave the hospital. As they passed 
our admission office they paused a 
moment to express their. heart-felt 
thanks for the little we had done for 
them. “You have saved our lives, 
and we shall not forget it,” was their 
thankful farewell,

Canton, Sept. 29. 
Although three alarms were sound- 
ed to-day the Japanese neroplancs 
were only able to enter the eastern 
suburbs. : 


The first alnrm was sounded about 
9 o'clock when a Japanese bomber 
waa’ first sighted over Whumpon. 
The Japanese machine was imme- 
diately met by a number of Canton 
planes, which were sent up to mect 
the Invader. The Japanese bomber 
was followed by n flect of. five other 
aeroplanes Including: three bombers, 
which subsequently assisted severa 
Jnpanese warships jn an. attack on 
the Chinese Forts at Bocca Tigris. 
Gunfire was exchanged between the 
Japanese warships and the Forts, 
while the Japnnese bombers were 
engaged -in na severe fight with a 
number of Canton aolreraft. Five 
bombs are alleged to have been 
dropped into the water very close to 
the gunboat Shlu Wo. Later it was 
found out that the Chinese w: 
had been hit, and several 
wounded. Only slight damage was 
‘done to the warship itself. Two 
other bombs hit the small hills fa 
the immediate vicinity of the Forts. 


The battle lasted about 20 minutes 
and the Invading warships then Ieft.

London, Sept. 20. 


The Archbishon of Canterbury will 
preside at the Albert Hall meeting 
on October 5, orpaniscd by'the News 
Chronicle to protest against the 
Japanese war on civilians and to 
urge the Bytish Government to call 
the clvillsed world to concert mea- 
sures to stop the war, :

ways. ‘There are at least nine 
chances out of 10, he adds, that such 
a threat will be effective. 


Mr. Keynes says, “If the United 
States decline we cannot help it, but 
we cannot escape the blame unless 
we take the initlatlve. for positive 
action. 


The Manchester ‘Guardian says, 
"The organisation of voluntary boy- 
cotts In thls country and the United 
States is a remarkable demonstra- 


‘tion of the strength of popular fccl- 


ing. Such feeling in’ democratic 
countries cannot be despised. Even 
if Japan conducts the war according 
to the principles of humanity she 
cannot make the war justiflable and 
less criminal. The League Powers 
have done well to condemn the 
bombing, but this docs not mean that, 
responsibility has ended with the 
passing of one resolution.”—Reuter.

brought up in an atmosphere 
of racial hatreds and brue

understand each other 
they would act towards one an- 
other tke human belngs and 
not dumb brutes. Esperanto 
was the result, 

Tt took him ten years to Invent, 
“His first book explulning the new 
language he translated — Into 
German, French, English. and

It all began with Lord Palmer- 
ston'’s “ Opium’ War.” Oplum was 
only the pretext. And In the best 
modern fashion Palmerston did 
not declare war. He took 
“measures of hostility" to force 
an entry for British traders Into 
the Chinese market. P 

One of the chosen objectives was 
the "“rlch and exposed towns of 
the Yangtso beginning with 
Shang Hal Heen." At lost, when 
11.M.8. Cornwalils Jay off Nanking 
threatening to bombard — the 
defenceless. city, Chinese plent- 
potentiaries came board and 
signed tho dictated terms. 

It was the beginning of a cen- 
tury of plunder.’ Hong-kong was 
the only territorial “ grab": but 
Shanghal and four other ports 
were to be opened for foreign 
trade.

These officers, the purser and « Li 
Yee, who tendered the alleged bribe, 
were necomniices, All of them had 
quite unabashedly told of the 
responsible parts they played In the 
consniracy, but the only thing that 
could be said of Li. and the purser 
Was that they did not make any 
money out of it. The officers were 
such respectable members of the 
society that they vould not remember 
thelr own proverb, “honour among 
thieves" becnuse two of them took 
more than thelr falr share. It was 
on the evidence of these men who had 
admitted they were utterly unworthy 
of credence or belief that the Crown 
bused ity ense. 

His Lordship then reviewed the 
evidence both for the prosecution and

TEST OF. FRIENDSHIP 


One finds ‘one's. self asking, 
when considering the latest de- 
velopments in Europe, whether 
he Italo-German  rapproche- 
ment is going to be a tasting 
thing. ' There is. no reason to 
suppose that it is not; and the 
fact is that it may have a de- 
cidedly stabilising ‘effect upon 
the future political affairs of the 
continent, and = the world. 
Nowadays we are growing 
nearer to the realisation of the 
ideal of an international parlia- 
ment, with the nations them- 
selves, ranging from left to 
right extremes, — theoreticully 
holdins, the seats, With the full 
appreciation of the horror and 
waste of war being impressed 
upon us daily, it is 
to suppose that we shall evolve, 
gradually, to a.state ‘of grace 
where national leaders, repre- 
senting all sorts of politica!

lems of the day without ac- 
companying threats of violence. 
It is something to hope for, in 
any event. ‘ : 

‘We should not feel alarm, 
therefore, at the indications of 
German-Italian friendship, but 
applaud it; and sincerely hope 
that it will become a power for 
good. -One must not be misled, 
on the other hand, by vociferous 
crowds. ‘The fact that Signor 
Mussolini is deafeningly cheer- 
ed to-day does not make us 
forget that his legions marched 
to the Austro-Italian frontier 
not so long ago when there was

NLY recently a number

" world have been gather- 
ing in Warsaw in an_at- 


tempt to repair the regrettable 
breukdown in international 
understanding which followed 
the debacle of the Tower of 
Babel. ; 

Their congress opened with 
the lusty singing by massed 
delegates of an international 
anthem, “La Espero,” the 
clarion call of Esperanto. 

Esperanto, conceived exactly 
fifty years ago as a world lan- 
guage, was invented by Dr. 
Ludovic Zamenhof, This man 
—call him a‘dreamer if you 
are a cynic, or an idealist if 
you sympathise with his aims 
—was born In Poland and 
brought up in an utmosphere 
of racial hatreds and _ bru- 
talities, 


T Seemed to him that 

{f men could only 

understand each other 
they would act towards one an- 
other like human beings and 
not dumb brutes, Esperanto 
was the result. : 

It took him ten ‘years to invent. 
HTS first book explaining the new 
language he translated into 
German, French, English, _and 
Russian, and with the help of 
his young wifo sent. it: out on 
its misslonary — errand, He 
signed it Dr, Esperanto, mean- 
ing “Hope in Beings," or more 
vulgarly, “Some hopes.” 

To-day Esperanto Js taught In 
the commercial schools of the 
L.C.c, Examination papers are 
set in Esperanto by the London 
Chamber of Commerce. Some 
thousands of books have been 
printed in the language. There 


fs Chair of Esperanta a8 
Liverpool University. 

At least 200 schemes have been 
conceived at various times for tho 
ereation of o world language. 
Most of them have lapsed very 
quickly, indeed, into obscurity. 
And oa Very great deal of energy 
has been wasted by their -plonecrs 
in vulgar abuse of rival in- 
yentors. 

One of the first attempts at 
an international language was 
Volapuk, invented seven years 
before Esperanto, by an Austrian 
pricst, the Rev. F. Schicyer. 

Volapuk was distorted English 


plus a profusion of elaborate . 


terminations, variations, amMxes 
and prefixes. Its inventor claimed 
for it a million adherents during 
{ts nine years of ‘exjstence, 
but after three successful con- 
gresses the whole thing came to 
uric€ because the worthy: Dr. 
Schleyer refused to allow any 
simplification of his language to 
take place. . 

A breakaway movement, headed 
by Dr, W. Rosenberger, adapted 
Volapuk and Issued the grammar 
and vocabulary of a (compara- 
tively) much simpler language 
called Idiom Noutral. 

Meanwhile other “ debabelisers ” 
(horrid word!) were hard at work, 
Latinesco, Nov-Latin, Monnrlo, 
Occidental, Europan, Optez, 
Romannal, Penano's Interlingua, 
Solresol, Lingualumina, Blala 
Zimondal, Cabeaban, Zuahlen- 
sprache, Ro, Novial, Anglic, are all 
would-be world languagés which’ 
are supported In varying degrees. 

In addition to all these, no fewer 
than fifty schemes have appeared 
for reforming Esperanto, .

Its inventor, C, K. Ogden, direc- 
tor of tho Orthological Institute at 
Cambridge, believes that, cven if 
the spread of Esperanto were to go 
forward ten times as quickly as It 
has In the past forty years, It still 
would not be able to keep up with 
the yearly increase in the number 
of learners of English all over the 
world. . 


Y making a selection of 

the right English words,” 

he says, “it 1s possible 
to get ao language which 1s. 
almost as’ regular as any of the 
artifictal languages, and one whichr 
is, at the start, in o position which 
they might take hundreds of years 
tosget to.” . 

Uncldentally, that quotation is 
written in Basic English.) 

There js no question that, os Mr, 
Ogden says, ordinary English is 
already becoming more and more 
a world language, and his claim 
that the simplified forms of Basic 
English can speed up the process 
enormously seems fully justified. 

Any suggestion that’this view 1s 
a lazy one can be countered quite 
easily by the reminder of what 
overyone knows that It Is far casier 
to learn something new than to 


“forget comething familttar, By the «~~ 


same token Basic Engilsh, with its 
limited vocabulary, should actually 
offer less diMculty to the 
foreigner than to the EngNshman, 
who has to prune his vocabulary 
and revise his system of scntence 
formation before he can become a 
Basic Englishman. :

League of Poland. . : 

In such circumstances it secms 
pathetic and regrettablo that the 
search for tho ideal world language... - 
must follow tho samo course as 
that of religions and social reform, 
and pifMflc away a great part of its 
energy in. back-biting and sec— 
tarlan superiority. 

Anxious to know the latest news 
abdut the progress of Basic Eng- 
Msh, I wrote to Mr. Ogden’s head- 
quarters for Information, I was. 
sent a book which is almost en- 
tircly devoted to attacks on, and 
replies to attacks by, the Esperan- 
tists. an 

It makes very good reading be- 
cause Mr. Ogden Js as witty in his 
criticisms of Esperanto as Trotsky 
is in his controversies with Stalin. 
But it doesn't make for progress. 

No Basic Engishman can restst 
a smilo when he reads that Dr. 
Zamenhof was 80 fond of ancho- 
vies that he invented three words 
for the delicacy in his Esperanto. 
vocabulary, while, having no tasto 
for onions, he dismissed this vege- 
table a8 a synonym for bulb!

Madame Chiang said the American 
policy of avoiding fearfully offence 
fo Japan was short-sighted, due to 
the fuct that “onee Japan conquers 
China she will halt buylng of cotton, 
gil, scrap -lron and even tyres from 
America.” 

Referring to M. Bogmolov’s trip to 
Moscow, Madame Chiang ‘said: “This 
Ys not the first time the Soviet 
Ambassador hns gone: home. The 
Japanese cannot admit that China Is 
capable of Aghting her alone, therc~ 
fore she must use propaganda that 
Chinn is polng Communistic and 
fretting Soviet aid.”

r. Shaw Explains 
Earlier Statement 


Tha inoculation for cholcra given 
ii mass was of tremendous value, but 
that In certain cases it does not give 
immunity, was the opinion expressed 
by Dr. G. I, Shaw at the Central Ma- 
gistracy this morning, when an ine 
quiry was held into the death of Wan 
Choi, aged 39, a prisoner in Stanley 
Gaol, who had died of cholera on 
Mr, W, Schofield sat 


tu]: 


as Coroner, 

Mr. H. Barrett, Chicf Warder of 
Stanley Prison, suid that Wan was 
sentenced on August 19 to six weeks’ 
hard lobour in default of paying a 
fine of $50, and to another two weeks’ 
hard labour on a second charge. Wan 
was transferred {to Stanicy from 
Victoria Gool on August 30, and on 
September 22 was taken to the Gov- 
ernment Civil Hospital, where he 
dicd on Scptember 29 at 9.10 p.m. 

Dr. Shaw sald he first examined de- 
ceased on August 19, when his condl- 
tion then was poor. The man was 
suffering from chronic opium polson- 

Ang. On September 22, the man was 
removed to the Government Clvil 
Hospital for abservation, as he was 
suspected of having contracted 
cholera, Later, the Bacteriological 
Institute's report confirmed = de- 
-ceased’s illness as cholera... Deceased 
dicd on September 27, and a post 
mortem carricd out the next doy re- 
vealed the couse of deaths as pri- 
marily cholera, and secondarily, 
uraemia, which was a complication 
arising out of cholera, This was one 
of the most common campllcations of 
the disease. Wan hed been inocula 
ted against cholera on the day of his 
admission to Gaol. 

Referring, to a recent inquiry into 
the death of-a prisoner who had also 
died of cholera, and in which he had 
becn reported as havingg said that 
inoculation was not — infallible, 
Dr. Shaw explained that what he sald 
wis in answer to the Coroner's query, 
“Was  jneculiton infallible?" The 
tloctor said that ‘inoculation In mass 
was of tremendous value but that in 
certain cuses it did not give immunity. 
Inoculation was accepted by all au- 

thorities us-of value, he added. 

The Jury, who comprised Messrs. 
W. C. Felshow (foreman), L. D. 
Walch and A. E, Silkstone, returned 
a verdict of death from natural 
causes.

HISTORY OF TROUBLE 


The history of events Ieading up 
to the present, position ts Interesting.

One of the chosen objectives was 
the “rich and exposed towns of 
the Yangtse beginning with 
Shang Hai Heen." At last, when 
H.M.8, Cornwallis lay off Nanking 
threatening to bombard the 
defenceless city, Chinese pleni- 
came. aboard and 
algned the dictated terms. . 

It was the beginning of n cen- 
tury of plunder. Hong-kong was_ 
the only torritorial “ grab"; but 
Shanghal and four other ports 
were to be opened for forelgn 
trade, And ot Shanghat foreigners 
were to be allowed to reside out- 
side the city walls.

That was 1842, In 1845 It was 


‘agreed with the local authorities 


that the British should be allowed 
to buy Jand for the purpose of 
carrying on thelr mercantile pur- 
sults in a small area by the Soo- 
chow creck.

To which the Chinese answer is that 
they have no right whatever. 

“Under the thinly velled pretext of 
protecting foreign lives and properties,” 
writes Mr, Trang Leang-li. “forcign 
Powers have scen ft to invade Chincse 
“territory by so-called Defence Forces, 
acts which are in cffect not only a 
violation of Chinese sovereignty, but 
which also constitute armed interven 
thons in Chinese internal affairs.” 

Foreign troops have been in and 
out of Shanghai several times—as 
warning to the Chinese to keep 
their hands off Chinese territory. 
Last time was when the Shanghat 
Defence Corps went thero in 1927, 
for fear that the Chinese National 
Army would “invade” the Settle- 
ment. ‘That was ten years ogo. 
Tho danger was over in a month 
or two. But tho troops have’ re- 
mained ever since. 

‘That is how it happens that last 
month armed Japanese officers wero 


wandering about Shanghal, exposed to 
“Incidents.” That is how it happens 


that Japanese marines and sailors wero_ 


there, ready to “ protect Japanese citl- 
zens" by bombarding the Chinese

of the Settlement (Chinuse territory) 
is being defended (and destroyed) by 
tho Japanese against Chinese assault.

Cannot Heed Demand 


For Non-Intervention. 


° Geneva, Sept. 29. 
‘The assurance that the British Government is ready 
to participate with other powers concerned in a con- 
ference to arrange a settlement of the Far East conflict 
was given by Lord Cranborne, Under-Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs, at the meeting of the Committee of 
Twenty-three Nations to-day. ; 
Lord Cranborne dealt at length with the policy of the 


“sald: 


British Government which, he said, was based in the Par 
East, as elsewhere, upon the necessity of maintaining 
peace. It was a policy calling essentially for the fullest 
international cooperation; and also a. policy which was 
in complete harmony with the principles of the League 
of Nations Covenant, and demanded the establishment of 
a friendly understanding between China and Japan. 


The British Government recognised, 
Lord Cranborne continued, that rela- 
tions between China and Japan were 
normally n matter for the two 
countries to settle between them- 
selves, but in the unhappy cvent of 
conflict, which has-now arisen, and 
quite apart from any question of 
League obligations, it was obviously 
impossible for the British Government 
to accent the view that this is a matter 
only affecting the purties tu the con- 
flict, and that third parties must stand 
completely to one side. 

In point of fact, the British states- 
mun asserted, the matter of the Sino- 
Japancse’ war affected to a preater 
or fesser degree many powers with 
Interests In the Far East, whether 
they are members of the League of 
Nations or not, 


Efforts At Settlement 


Lord. Cranborne recatied the efforts 
made by the British Government to 
bring about a settlement of the dis- 
pute, . H[@ sald there had been close 
and .constant communication between 


*_.[ the British Government ‘and other 


powers interested in the Far East, 
whether or, not they ‘were League 
members,-and in many of the efforts 
taken thé cooperation of other powers 
was in-n_ greater or less’ degree 
Becured. There “seemed no ‘ valid 
reason’ why the dispute should not 
have bedn Jocallsed and a satisfactory 
settlement found either through direct 
Sino-Japanese negotiations or through 
efforts of third partles, © -. * 

All efforts to secure cessation of the 
conflict had falled,: unbappily. 


Insignificant Incident 


The ineldent of. July 7, which pre- 
cipitated the hostiltles, was Stself in- 
slgnificant, Lord Cranborne argued. 
The action taken by Japan had been

Obviously, said Britain's spokes« 
mun, it would do no good, and would 
indeed do harm; if the Committee 
gave the Impression it contemplated 
action which it was not uble to carry.

“We must cut our cloth according to 
our measure.

Efforts for the cessation of hostilities 
must not be re.uxed. The door must 
not be closed to any future action that 
may be possible.” 


Proposal Of Value 


Lord Cranborne describes the pro- 
posal of the Australian representative, 
Mr. Stanley Bruce, regarding a con- 
ference of powers most vitally con- 
cerned, os one of greatest value, which 
should be kept constantly in mind. 
The Pritisht Government js certainly¢ 
willing to concur therein, said’ the 
spokesman, if all other . interested 
powers agrecd to the plan. :
